Personally we hope this is not the case— 
merely that we’ve not yet begun to fight!

With just thirty-three seconds 
remaining to be played in the an­ 
nual 
Warren-Jamestown 
court 
clash, ace basketballer Joe Scalise 
dropped in a beautiful long range 
set shot to bring his Dragon crew 
within one point 
of 
Jamestown 
H igh’s Red and Green five. Some 
3000 wild-eyed fans all but went 
crazy as the Massa-coached quint 
drew within one lone point of a 
possible tie score or even winning 
by a scant single point margin. The 
loyal Dragon fans went 
on 
the 
rampage as clever Bobby Hammer- 
beck made one last attempt to put 
his crew back in the running as 
he grabbed a jump ball and smash­ 
ed into the basket, making the 
heave to put the Dragons out in 
front by a small 35-34 edge. Pan-
